RESIDENT Boris Yeltsin has 
invited the Serbian and 
Croatian leaders to Moscow for 
immediate peace talks, but there 
was little expectatlon on Monday 
of a diplomatic breakthrough to 
endi the fighting. 
The European Union’s diplo- 
matic efforts were sidelined as 
its envoy, Carl Bildt, exchanged 
insults with the Croatlan Teader- 
ship. Zagreb has declared him 
persona non grata for suggesting 
that President Franjo Tudjman 
could be indicted for war crimes. 
The former Swedish prime 
minister said he did not regret 
his criticiama of Croatia's fierce 
artillery bombardment of Knin. 

“I am nat only a mediator. 
am also here to uphold certain 
values," he said. “We can’t really 
condemn the shelling of Sarajevo 
or the rocket attacks against 
Zagreb and then say i's OK to clo 
the shelling of Knin.”" 

Questions are now being 
asked about Cronatla’s military 
abjectives, with Serbian resia- 
tance wiped out in Krajina. 

Offering to mediate between 
Mr Tudjman and Serbia's presi- 
dent, Slobodan Milosevic, Mr 
Yeltsin sald Russia was stlcldng 
to its policy of trying to end the 
fighting by political methods. 
But in a sign of deepening 
Ruselanı concern, he said for the 
firat me that if peace efforta 
fall, the international communlty 
may have to resort to using 


force.
